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Unanswerable 

Such  is  the  rousing  decision  of  Brother 
W.  E.  Farr  concerning  the  arguments  of 
Brother  Barton  on  the  propsed  change  m 
our  State  Mission  Board.  My  dear  brothen 
much  to  our  amusement,  some  people  think 
we  look  alike;  but,  surely  this  time  we  do 
not  see  alike.  There  are  others,  and  I am 
persuaded  that  Bro.  Bailey  would  have  said 
some  things  to  that  effect  before  this,  had 
it  not  been  for  his  recent  severe  lllnees. 

Without  presuming  to  champion  his  cause 
or  take  his  place,  but  in  accord  with  the 
appeal  for  h full  and  open  discussion,  I ven- 
ture a few  remarks. 

1.  Brother  Barton,  makes  au  appeal  for 
accuracy  and  proceeds  to  figure  expenses 
on  a basis  of  forty-three. 

By  refrenee  to  Bro.  Bailey’s  article  it  wijl 
be  seen  that  there  are  fifty-two  Associations 
in  the  state,  forty-three  of  whirh  are  at 
present  allied  with  the  convention.  This 
would  give  us,  according  to  the  proposed 
change,  a board  consisting  of  58  (and  likely 
in  the  near  future  67)  members.  This  would 
increase  the  figures  at  least  one-third 

As  to  suppositions  concerning  mileage, 
hotel  rates,  and  a fellow’s  meeting  his  own 
expenses,  I do  not  deem  it  just  the  thing 
to  be  supposing  so  much  when  we  are  plead- 
ing for  accuracy. 

Again,  Brother  Bailey’s  argument  con- 
cerning expenses  is  forced  to  say,  “So  many 
people  ought  not  to  go  to  the  stats  conven- 
tions and  the  Southern  Baptist  Conventions. 
They  ought  to  stay  at  home  and  give  that 
money  to  missions.’’  Upon  an  authority  I 
assert  that  some  people  stay  at  home  for  that 
very  reason.  But.  would  not  the  reveres 
argument,  carried  to  a similar  extremity,  b<i 
forced  to  say,  “everybody  ought  to  go  to 
the  conventions  and  all  ought  to  be  on  the 
boards  in  order  to  seure  the  best  gifts.’* 

2.  “The  church  is  not  the  unit  in  our 
organized  work.  The  Association  is  the 
unit  in  our  work,’’  says  Brother  Barton. 

Article  three  of  constitution  of  the  cos 
vention  says' 

“This  convention  shall  be  composed  of 
messengers  from  Baptist  churches  and  Bap- 
tist Associations  in  Mississippi  in  the  fol- 
lowing ratio:  Each  Association  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  messenger  for  every  two  hun- 
dred members,  or  fraction  thereof ; and  each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  messenger 
for  the  first  hundred,  or  fratetion  thereof, 
of  its  membership,  and  one  messenger  for 
each  aditional  fifty  members,  or  fraction 
thereof.” 

This  certainly  gave  precedence  te  the 

shugeh  and  that  tee  ea  the  hade  ef  Ike  in- 
dividuals in  its  membership. 

Farther,  the  greeter  per  cent  ef  the  men 
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ey  raieed  by  the  churches  for  mission  work 
is  seut  to  the  State  Hoard  direct  rather  than 
through  the  Association. 

Again,  the  most  of  the  money  is  expended 
upon  the  immediate  plea  and  comparative 
need  of  the  individual  church. 

Do  not  these  things  argue  that  the  local 
church  is  the  unit  of  our  work! 

3.  Speaking  of  the  framers  of  our  pres 
ent  plan,  our  brother  says: 

“They  were  and  are  (for  aome  of  them 
■till  abide  to  bless  the  earth)  noble,  capa- 
ble and  wise  men.  but  those  who  live  in  the 
present  know  that  there  are  not  the  same 
conditions  m Miss.ssippi  todi<y  t.Kit  obtained 
35  years  ago.” 

It  can  also  be  said  by  those  who  remain 
that  the  conditions  in  Texas  are  more  unlike 
the  conditions  in  Mississippi,  than  our  pres- 
ent conditions  ar'  unlike  those  that  obtained 
here  35  years  ago.  This  can  be  readily 
seen  when  we  consider  territory,  peoples  and 
variety  of  work  done. 

4.  In  a former  article  Brother  Barton 
made  reference  to  Brother  Tandy’s  rela- 
tion to  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Yea,  the 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  have  both 
adopted  the  wise  policy  of  appointing  State 
and  Aasoeiational  vice-presidents  Let 
our  State  Board  do  likewise. 

But  let  it  be  remembered  that  no  State 
or  Associational  vice-president  has  any  vi- 
tal or  authoritative  connection  with  the 
Board,  on  account  of  that  position.  Their 
work  is  to  disseminate  information  and  en- 
list support  for  the  Board  they  represent 

Other  things  might  bo  said,  but  I close 
with  this.  We  possibly  need  some  changes 
in  our  Mission  Board;  but  any  plan  will 
have  its  defects  and  wc  need  to  stay  very 
close  to  the  plan  that  has  wrought  so  much 
for  the  upbuilding  of  God’s  cause  and  the 
glory  of  His  name. 

In  considering  plans,  let  none  neglect  the 
work.

(From  the  Washington.  D.  C.,  Post,  Mon- 
day morning.  Oct.  2,  1911.) 
Baltimore,  Oct.  1. — In  the  course  of  his 
jubilee  sermon,  delivered  at  the  cathedral 
here  today,  Cardinal  Gibbons  expressed  un- 
ipialificd  disapproval  of  three  important  po- 
litical propositions  which  has  commanded 
a large  share  of  public  attention,  namely: 
The  election  of  United  State  Senators  by  a 
direct  vote  of  the  people;  the  referendum 
pro(><>8al  which  has  come  up  in  several  Wes- 
tern states,  providing  for  the  submission  of 
legislative  enactments  to  the  voters  for  rat- 
ification. and  the  recall  of  the  judiciary. 

While  it  is  the  Cardinal's  custom  to 
preach  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month, 
his  discourse  today  was  in  the  nature  of  a 
prelude  to  the  religious  celebration  of  his 
golden  jubilee  as  a priest  of  the  Catholic 
church  and  the  silver  anniversary  of  his 
cardinalate,  which  begins  on  Sunday,  the  I 
15th  inst..  and  continues  until  the  19th.

In  twelve  states  this  year  the 
voters  are  engaged  in  a political  contest  for 
rajore  power  in  themselves  snd  for  the  ter- 
mination of  extortionate  monopoly  profits 
by  the  ruling  few,  and  the  question  is,  is  it 
proper,  right  and  best  for  the  church  to  en- 
ter politics  and  attempt  to  control  the  elec- 
tions f I believe  that  nearly  all  of  the 
American  people,  Protestant*  and  Catholics 
alike,  will  answer  ‘No.’  Here  in  America  j 
tl^e  aim  has  been  to  preserve  a complete 
separation  of  (Tiureh  snd  State,  for  various  I 
reasons.  Is  this  country  to  develop  a Rom- 
an Catholic  political  party,  as  is  the  case  in 
Continental  Europe? 

Certain  it  is  that  the  head  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  in  tht-  United  States  ha* 
seen  fit  to  enter  politics,  which  will  rausi 
the  opposition  churches  and  the  oppnttition 
fraternal  organizations  to  go  to  work  and 
try  to  offset  this  attempt  to  carry  the  elec- 
tions this  year  and  next.  The  Cardinal's 
political  advise  to  his  religious  subjects  has 
been  wired  throughout  the  country  and  pub- 
lished in  every  daily  paper  to  be  followed 
by  publication  in  the  Roman  Catholic  press 
“This  open  and  above-hoard  entry  of  the 
Roman  church  into  polities  in  the  United 
State*  raises  a new  issue,  as  I have  said 
Never  before  in  this  country  has  the  Pope’s 
representative  openly  attempted  to  carry  a

THE  FALLACY— POLITICAL  HISTORY. 

“The  fallacy  is  in  the  claim  that  the  avs 
tern  of  government  established  hy  the  fath- 
ers has  continued  through  to  the  present 
day.  The  fact  is  that  history  shows  that 
the  system  was  radically  altered  in  National 
affair*  in  1H44.  That  year  the  system  of 
party  government  became  so  changed  thst 
the  people  were  unable  to  control  within  the 
Democratic  national  convention,  and  the  au- 
tocratic slave  power  ruled  This  is  pointed 
out  ki  Benton’s  Thirty  Year*  in  the  United 
State*  Senate,  written  in  185.1,  and  he 
shows  that  the  machine  rule  system  had 
Blown  worse  and  worse,  saying i 

“ 'The  elective  principle  of  our  govern- 
ment is  siippresaod  snd  the  people  have  no 
more  control  over  the  selection  of  the  man 
who  is  to  be  their  President  than  the  aub- 
j. cts  of  a king  have  over  the  birth  of  a 
• hild  who  is  to  be  their  ruler.  (Chapter 
196.)* 

“Previous  to  1844  the  people  Were  self- 
governing  nearly  all  of  the  tune,  and  the  re- 
sult was  the  termination  of  one  s|>eeial  priv- 
ilege after  another,  namely: 

“The  establishment  of  equal  rights  be- 
tween  famili*-* — the  putting  an  end  to  en- 
tailed estatcH. 

“The  estaldiahinent  of  equal  rights  witti- 
ip  fimilin  the  ending  of  primogenitors, 
whereby  the  eldest  son  took  practically  all 
of  the  family  estate. 

"The  establishment  of  equal  right*  to  an 
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as  she  claims  to  be,  it  was  a grave  affront 
to  the  old  Trinity  Association  of  which 
Wake  Forrest  lia<J  for  many  years  been  a 
member,  for  the  Aberdeen  Association  to  re- 
ceive it  without  a letter  of  dismission.

themselves.  And  why  nott  For  such  it 
evidently  was,  so  far  as  the  Aberdeen  As-  j 
soeiation  wag  concerned.  Brother  Gilbert 
is  right  in  his  statement  about  the  recep- 
tion of  this  faction.  He  says  that  it  “was 
received  by  the  Aberdeen  Association  and 
in  so  doing  confirmed  our  contention  and 
that  of  the  church  and  pastor.”  The 
Aberdeen  Association  certainly  intended  to 
endorse  the  Landmark  position,  if  they  acted 
intelligently  in  receiving  the  Wake  Forrest 
faction,  provided  this  faction  and  its  pastor 
are  adherents  of  Landmarkism.  The  action 
of  the  Aberdeen  Association  in  receiving  two 
churches  on  petitionary  letters,  at  its  last 
session,  without  a single  question  as  to  their 
organization,  regularity  or  doctrine,  stands 
without  precedent,  so  far  as  our  knowledge 
of  Baptist  affairs  go,  and  within  the  last 
twelve  years  we  have  attended  at  least  300 
assoeiational  gatherings.  The  Aberdeen  As- 
sociation is  free  and  perfectly  competent  to 
attend  to  its  own  business,  as  it  has  done, 
and  doubtless  will  continue  to  do.  But  cer- 
tainly it  does  not  expect  to  escape  criticism 
at  the  hands  of  intelligent  Baptists  for  such 
a gross  violation  of  Baptist  usage  as  mark- 
ed its  proceedings  last  October. 

Justice  would  not  he  done  in  this  con- 
nection if  some  other  facts  were  not  men- 
tioned. Brother  W.  T.  Stegall,  who  is  a 
gospel  miasioner,  so  far  as  we  understand 
what  a gospel  missioner  is  and  so  far  as  we 
understand  his  position,  was  unanimously 
elected  clerk  of  the  Aberdeen  Association. 
And,  so  far  as  the  matter  of  being  clerk  is 
concerned,  he  is  a good  clerk;  and,  if  the 
Aberdeen  Association  deems  it  best  to  elect 
a brother  to  a prominent  office  who  is  not 
in  harmony  with  the  way  Baptists  in  Mis- 
sissippi have  for  a long  while  successfully 
carried  on  their  work,  it  istheir  privilege 
and  .their  responsibility  And  if  Brother 
Stegall  can  conscientiously  hold  an  office 
in  a body  whose  method  of  mission  work 
he  does  not  approve  and  is  fighting,  there 
is  no  power  to  prevent  him  doing  sq. 

Why  the  Association  prefers  a brother 
known  to  be  opposed  to  the  organized  work 
in  Mississippi,  or  how  he  can  get  his  consent 
to  aecept  so  responsible  a position  as  clerk 
of  a body  with  which  he  is  not  in  harmony, 
are  different  questions.  The  inconsistency 
of  the  Association  is  the  thing  which  baf- 
| ties  and  disturbs  those  4-ho  love  the  old 
Aberdeen  Association  and  the  men  who  are 
directing  her  affairs.  It  is  the  privilege  of 
| this  association  to  do  what  she  hits  done  or 
anything  she  may  choose  to  do;  but  doing 
I what  she  did  at  her  last  session  of  her  as- 
sociation puts  here  in  the  attitude  of  violat- 
ing some  Baptist  customs  for  which  she 
alone  is  responsible.  In  the  estimation  of 
an  outsider,  she  has  placed  herself  in  the 
midst  of  inconsistencies  which  can  not  fail 
to  produce  confusion.  In  the  absolute  sense 
of  the  word,  each  association  is  independ- 
ent ; but  ought  not  due  attention  be  given 
the  question  of  comity  among  Baptist 
Imdiesf  If  the  Wake  Forrest  church  wlich 
asked  admission  into  the  Aberdeen  Asso- 
ciation is  the  original  Wake  Forrest  church. 
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Central  Association. 

The  Central  Association  met  in  annual  ses- 
sion on  Wednesday,  the  fourth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1911,  with  Griffith  Memorial  church,  in 
teh  city  of  Jackson. 

Rev.  W.  A.  McOornb,  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board,  conducted  the  devotional  exer- 
cises, and  by  request  led  in  a prayer  of 
thanksgiving  and  praise  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  favorable  conditions  under  which 
the  Association  meets  today.  No  meetings 
of  the  body  were  held  during  the  years  of 
1862-63-64  on  account  of  war,  the  session 
of  1875  was  broken  up  by  the  marchiug  of 
armed  negro  militia  through  Hinds  county, 
and  those  of  1897-98  had  to  be  postponed 
on  account  of  yellow  fever..  The  freedom 
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can  be  appreciated  by  all  who  have  passed 
through  these  scourges. 

The  body  was  then  declared  ready  for 
business. 

On  motion  the  letters  from  the  churches 
were  referred  to  a committee  with  instruc- 
tions to  enroll  the  delegates,  when  the  asso- 
riation  proceeded  to  permanent  organiza- 
tion. 

The  first  business  taken  up  was  “Home 
Missions.” 

The  report  was  read  by  Rev.  W.  A Bo- 
rum,  which  was  listened  to  with  great  inter- 
est, as  it  was  full  of  information  concern- 
ing the  great  work  done  by  the  Home  Board 
in  this  and  other  states  and  territories  in 
the  south. 

The  talk  made  on  the  report  by  the  writer 
was  as  inspiring  as  it  was  instructive. 

Foreign  Missions  wax  then  taken  up,  ami 
the  report  read  by  Rev.  I*.  A Haman.  The 
writer  began  by  apologizing  for  the  great 
length  of  the  report,  but  those  who  listened 
attentively  to  its  reading  felt  that  while  it 
contained  the  very  things  that  ought  to  go 
into  a report  on  Foreign  Missions,  that  noth- 
ing in  it  could  have  been  left  out  without 
detracting  from  its  completeness. 

I)r.  J.  G.  Chastain,  missionary  to  Mexico, 
being  present  was  invited  to  speak  on  Mex- 
ico and  foreign  missions.  The  doctor  first 
gave  a very  interesting  account  of  the  polit- 
ical conditions  now  existing  in  Mexico,  ex- 
plaining the  causes  that  brought  about  the 
recent  revolution,  which  would,  in  his  opin- 
ion, result  in  great  good  to  the  people  and 
the  cause  of  missions.

pects. a*  v. ell  as  the  great  work  it  had  done 
for  Baptists  of  Mississippi,  also  as  to  the 
uplift  it  had  given  the  citizenship  of  the 
state. 

The  report  was  followed  by  a short  talk 
from  the  writer  when  be  gave  way  to  Dr 
Provine,  the  new  president  of  the  institu- 
tion. President  Provine  is  always  interest 
ing,  but  never  as  much  so  as  when  he  talks 
on  Mississippi  College,  and  more  especially 
when  he  comes  to  the  “Student  Body.”  As 
he  told  about  the  fine  work  going  on  among 
the  370  young  men  now  collected  at  the 
college,  the  splendid  buildings  recently 
erected  on  the  campus,  and  the  improve- 
ments now  in  progress  on  the  grounds,  the 
hearts  of  all  present  were  stirred  to  enthu- 
siasm over  the  grand  possessions  that  our 
people  have  at  Clinton,  the  oldest  institution 
of  learning  in  the  state. 

The  report  on  state  missions  was  read  by 
ex-Governor  Longino,  and  it  like  the  report 
on  Foreign  Missions,  was  full  of  interest,  be- 
cause it  was  full  of  fates  concerning  the 
great  work  done  by  State  Missions.  After 
a short  talk  by  the  governor,  he  called  on 
Bro.  Phelps,  the  new  pastor  at  Canton,  to 
speak  on  the  subject,  which  he  did  empha- 
sizing some  of  the  important  facts  brought 
out  in  the  report 

The  speaker  enquired  when  the  State 
Board  of  Missions  was  organized.  One  of 
the  delegates  present  answered  that  the 
work  was  begun  in  this  Association  in  1868 
and  transferred  to  the  State  Board  at  its 
organization  at  Oxford  in  1874.  After  all 
of  the  business  of  the  Association  was  finish- 
ed, the  body  adjourned  to  meet  next  year 
with  the  Flora  churh. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Farr  has  resigned  as  pastor 
of  the  Durant  Baptist  church,  to  take  effect 
the  first  of  December.

Meeting  at  New  Salem. 

Pear  R-cord : 

Our  meeting  at  New  Salem  I egan  on  the 
third  Sunday  in  August.  Brother  Newton 
fioni  the  Second  IW||to*t  chureh  in  Columbus 
doing  the  preaching.  As  the  election  enme 
off  that  week,  and  some  of  the  men  were 
too  full  of  polities  to  have  room  for  any- 
thing else,  it  was  a bail  time  to  hold  a meet- 
ing. Our  pastor.  Brother  Charles  Nelson, 
staid  with  us  until  Tuesday  evening.  He 
went  home  to  vote,  hut  expecting  to  come 
back,  but  finding  his  wife  sick,  did  not  get 
back.  So  every  thing  was  left  to  Brother 
Newton,  hut  as  he  knows  so  well  how  to 
cnrouiage  at  all  times,  was  not  at  loss  to 
know  w hat  to  do  and  did  some  good  preach- 
ing. Still,  we  missed  the  presence  and  the 
help  of  our  pastor.  As  there  were  iio  ad- 
ditions to  the  ehureh,  only  one  by  letter, 
some  might  say  the  meeting  was  a failure, 
hut  I say  that  it  was  far  from  it.  Eternity 
alone  will  reveal  the  good  that  was  clone. 
Brother  Thomjmon  of  Shuqualak.  helped  in 
the  meeting  a year  ago.  and  at  the  close 
organized  the  woman's  missionary  society 
of  eight  members.  To  show  you  that  his 
work  was  not  in  vain  will  tell  you  a little 
of  what  we  have  done;  perhaps  it  will  help 
some  other  society 

First,  we  pieced  and  quilted  quilts  at  one 
meeting  until  we  filled  a box  in  November 
for  the  Orphanage  at  Jackson  worth  thirty 
dollars.  We  sent  with  it  a barrel  of  mo- 
lasses worth  seventeen  dollars,  also  seven  , 
dollars  in  money.  Then  we  sent  $16.50  as  I 
our  Christmas  offering  to  China.  In  April 
$10.00  for  Home  Missions,  $10.00  for  home 
use,  $.->.00  for  ministerial  education  We 
have  $30.00  now  in  the  treasury  that  we 
want  to  use  in  fixing  up  our  ehureh,  be- 
sides three  quilts,  some  table  covers,  bu- 
reau scarfs,  and  such  things,  we  have  tow- 
ard filling  another  box  for  the  Orphanage. 
ThiiR  making  $125.50.  At  first  we  met  in 
the  evening  and  met  twice  a month  hut  as 
we  were  all  farmers’  wives  and  scattered 
over  the  country,  we  decided  that  we  could 
manage  better  to  meet  once  a month  and 
spend  the  day  in  work  of  some  kind.  The 
morning  in  sewing  and  the  evening  in  de- 
votional exercise.  This  is  more  like  old- 
time  visiting,  and  is  enjoyed  by  all.  Our 
Society  lias  grown  from  eight  members  to 
eighteen.  We  give  all  of  the  eggs  laid  on 
Sunday,  besides  our  monthly  dues  and  that 
is  our  largest  income.  ' 

Onr  first  president,  was  our  pastor’s 
wife.  Sister  Nelson,  to  whom  our  Society 
owes  much  of  its  success,  but  they  moved 
to  Monroe  county  and  are  so  far  off  that 
she  does  not  get  hack  often  ami  we  miss 
her  ao  much. 

Some  men  think  that  the  women  meet 
only  to  tattle  and  gossip;  at  least,  they  have 
been  throwing  that  at  us.  hut  if  they  were 
to  be  at  some  of  our  meetings  they  would 
find  that  they  were  mistaken  We  choose 
onr  Scriptural  subject  a month  ahead  and 
let  each  one  get  a Bible  story  to  tell  on  that 
subject  and  find  it  much  more  helpful  to 
each  other. 

For  example,  when  “Faith'  was  our  sub- 


ject one  of  the  sisters  told  the  story  of 
Daniel  and  though  I had  read  the  story  of 
Daniel  until  1 knew  it  almost  word  for 
I word,  still  1 never  realized  the  |*ower  of 
j faith  in  God  there  shown  till  hearing  that 
Sister  tell  how  that  heathen  king  was  won 
hv  Daniel's  fsith  in  God  ami  firmness  to 
ilo  his  duty,  and  it  has  (men  a V-lp  to  me 
ever  since.

TESTIMONY  OF  AUTHORITIES. 

All  reputable  medical  and  scientific  au- 
thorities say  that  alcohol  is  not  really  a 
stimulant,  but  a narcotic  poison  It  is  to 
the  human  system  just  what  the  spur  is  to 
the  mule.  There  are  28  distinct  diseases 
produced  by  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors. 
Pneumonia  is  nearly  always  fatal  with  men 
who  habitually  drink  intoxicants.  Heavy 
drinkers  rarely  survive  surgical  operations. 
Children  of  men  who  drink  inherit  their 
father's  weaknesses,  both  constitutional  and 
habitual.  “The  sins  of  the  fathers  shall 
be  visited  upon  their  children  to  the  third 
and  fourth  generation.”  That  is  the  de- 
cree of  Almighty  Ood. 

SALOONS  PROMOTE  DRINKING. 

That  is  as  certain  as  a bank  promotes  its 
own  business,  or  that  any  other  business  en- 
terprise promotes  its  own  interest.  Men 
engage  in  selling  liquor  to  make  money,  and 
all  they  can,  and  not  for  their  health,  nor 
to  show  their  patriotism.

' The  following  has  been  prepared  with  the 
conviction  that  all  good  citizens  want  to  do 
what  is  best  for  themselves,  their  famines, 
counties.  State  and  nation.  Bad  citizens 
will  not  be  influenced  by  facts,  nor  appeals 
made  to  patriotism.  Nothing  will  influence 
these  except  fear  of  the  cold,  steel  of  vio- 
lated law  The  writer  freely  affirms  his 
belief  that  any  man  who  misleads  or  at- 
tempts to  mislead,  an  uninformed,  honest 
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to  issue  sal  ion  licenses  in  their  territory, 
their  State  law  compels  their  State  Comp- 
troller to  issue  saloon  license  in  other  coun- 
ties when-  the  forms  of  law  are  complied 
with.  Per  force  this  involves  every  voter 
hi  responsibility  for  saloons,  wherever  they 
exist  in  Texas.  The  voters  of  the  entire 
Plato  elect  and  pay  the  Comptroller,  and 
he  is  their  representative  in  his  official  acts 
That  this  is  conclusive  ns  to  individual  and 
collective  responsibility,  no  fairminded  man 
will  deny.  Therefore,  back  of  each  saloon,  J 
far  or  near,  in  his  county, or  State,  is  the  in- 
dividual voter  and  responsibility  for  saloons 
ahd  their  results,  is  of  necessity,  on  him. 
Thin  is  the  all  sufficient  reason  why  every 
good  man  ought  to  do  bis  level  best  to  have  j 
his  State  liquor  license  law  repealed,  by  the 
adoption  of  State  prohibition. 

The  foregoing  being  incontrovertably 
true,  how  much  more  is  the  man  who  votes 
'or  saloons  in  a local  option  election,  re- 
sjionsiblc  for  saloons,  and  whatev  *r  may  be 
their  results!  Such  a man  has  no  moral 
right  to  denounce  saloon-keepers,  for  the 
wrecks  of  their  business  since  he  voted  for 
the  salodns.  Saloons  do  business  on  au- 
thority of  a majority  of  voters,  and  the  man 
who  is  one  of  that  majority  is  just  as  re- 
sponsible as  the  saloon  kMfNV  or  any  other 
one  of  the  majority.  Responsibility  for  the 
saloon  business  and  its  unspeakable  disas- 
ters belong  to  and  is  on  the  men  who  vote 
for  the  sale  of  liquor,  no  matter  what  they 
may  assign  as  reasons  for  so  voting. 

The  woman  whose  husband  was  killed  in 
a saloon  row  and  who  objected  to  three  sa- 
loon  voters  acting  as  pall  bearers  on  the 
ground  that  they  helped  to  make  her  a wid- 
ow, and  her  children  fatherless,  was  abun- 
dantly justified  by  the  solemn  f.  ets  in  tin- 
case.  In  responsibility,  saloon-keepers  and  j 
Ma loon  voters  are  together.  If  human  blood  j 
is  on  one,  it  is  on  the  other  also  If  it  re  j 
proaches  and  shame  belong  to  ore.  the  oth- 
ers share  them  with  him  The  man  who 
furnishes  another  a gun.  with  which  a life 
is  sniffed  out,  is  a partner  in  the  murder. 
What  one  does  through  an  agent  he  does 
himself.  This  is  law  and  plain  common 
sense  “Be  sure  your  sins  will  find  you 
out.”

•o  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Con- 
federation may  be  greatly  wid-

d at  the  Confederation’s  Head- 
quarters, 133-4  Salisbury  Square 
London.  E.  C.,  England.

Committee  as  elected  (with  the

sky,  M.  P.,  International  Chief 
Templar  of  the  I.  0.  G.  T. ; from 
America  by  the  Rev.  E C.  Din- 
widdie  and  Miss  Marie  Irrehm ; 
from  Belgium  by  Judge  Lefebvre, 
of  Gemloux;  from  Peru  and  the 
South  American  countries  by  Don 
E.  F.  Forga.  and  from  different 
parts  of  the  world  by  other 
speakers. 

Endorsement  was  given  to  the 
Memorial-Resolution  which  had 
been  passed  at  the  afternoon  con- 
ference, to  be  addressed  to  all  of 
the  governments  of  the  world. 
The  preamble  in  five  paragraphs 
directs  attention  to  the  wide- 
spread misery  and  loss  in  many 
directions  occasioned  by  the  traf- 
fic in  intoxicants  of  all  kinds,  and 
it  closes  as  follows : 

‘‘Resolved,  that  this  Confer- 
ence most  respectively  but  urgent- 
ly appeal  to  the  properly  Consti- 
tuted authorities  in  every  nation 
to  take  prompt  and  effective 
measures  for  the  suppression  of 
the  manufacture,  importation,  ex- 
portation and  sale  of  all  intoxi- 
cant* within  their  respective  jur- 
isdictions. and  that  in  addition  to 
such  national  action  the  various 
governments  be  requested  to  ar- 
range for  an  International  Con- 


lncreasing 
demand  for  some  years  for  a real- 
ly comprehensive  and  up-to-date 
Encyclopedia  of  Temperance  and 
Prohibition  flor  the  purpose  of 
disseminating  responsible  infor- 
mation of  these  movements  in  the 
various  countries.  Professor 
Charles  Scanlon,  M.  A.,  of  Amer- 
ica presented  a resolution  on  this 
matter,  and  a committee  from 
among  the  officials  of  the  Con- 
federation was  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  preparation,  and  to  co- 
operate in  the  publication  of  such 
an  Encyclopedia  if  the  proposal 
is  found  to  be  practicable.

Italy,  in  1913;  and  efforts 
J will  he  exerted  in  various  direc- 
tions ; towards  securing  the  con- 
sent |>f  the  principal  powers  to 
the  convening  of  the  Internation- 
al Convention  which  is  suggested 
for  giving  effect  to  thess  propos- 
als.

itative attention  which  is  being 
given  to  Prohibition  in  many 
countries  Literature  in  Eng- 
lish.
